GIN UE T's Ambatfatior, the? hedtri. 
ly vexed at the unworthy Treatment he 
met with, had — no other Re-

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twelve Days Journey to make back again, 


drove him to ſuch Deſpair, that he would

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courſe ht to return to his Maſter's Court. 
Little did he dream of the ſtrange Mil- 
fortune which was to happen to him in this 
Ambaſſy, which he had ſo eagerly folli- 
cited; fo true it is, that thoſe Things 
which we moſt paſſionately deſire, frequent- 
ly ptove moſt to our Detriment.

HIL E the Court of King Gix- : 
our were buſied in making 
the requiſite Preparations for 
9 War, and were not a little puz- 
ned how to effect it, he not be- 
ing a Prince eaſily prevailed on to withdraw a 
Penny out of his Coffers, Notice came, that 
a Province, bordering on King FoK E- 
SERRE'S Territory, intended to revolt. It 
was concluded, that the whole Court ſhould 
repair thither, that the Sovereign's Preſence 
might. calm that Sedition. Fhen was Prince 
T1T1 ſent for out of the Country. Gin- 
GUET and TRIPASSE looked on him with 
a very indifferent Eye, deeming him the 
ſole Cauſe of all thofe Troubles and Com- 
motions z and her Majeſty, in particular, 
F 3 heartily: 
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heartily regretted the two Golden Ginguel. 
Which ſhe had ſent him the Morning after i 
her having carried away his Diamonds, in 
the Manner as has been related. 1 
The Court ſet out, and in a ſhort Time 
arrived on the Frontier, preceded and fol- 
lowed by a few Troops drawn from ſuch 
Gariſons as lay neareſt the Road. Gix- 
GUET'Ss Preſence had the deſired Effect. 
This Province was appointed for the ge- 
neral Rendezvous of the whole Army, when 
aſſembled. Gincve'r would not be the if 
firſt who began Hoſtilities ; and King For- 
TESERRE, before he commenced the War, 
would make ſure of thoſe Potentates againſt 
whom he wanted to have entered into Al- 
liance with GincuteT. Thus they both 
had Time to take their reſpective Meaſures. 
Then it was that L'EvEzILLIE diverted 
himſelf in giving Specimens of his new 
Art. As he could not abide the young 
Prince, T1T1's Cadet, he frequently went 
inviſible to play unlucky Pranks with him.

Once, when a certain Town of that Pro- 
Wvince, had preſented to the Queen a fine 
large Cup, of Rock-Cryſtal, with its Cover 
of the ſame, having thereon a Groupe of 
on C:1pids admirably well cut, the young Prince, 
like other Children on like Occaſions, want- 
ed to handle this Rarity; and — 
begged his Mother's Permiſſion. Her Ma- 
eſty had the Complaiſance to comply with 
his Requeſt, and gave it him into his 
Hands; but ſcarce had he touched it, 
when LUEveiLLE puſhed him, and, rap) 
the fine Cup was all in Shatters upon the 
Floor. This Bout, indeed, her Majeſty's 
Paſſion got the Upper-hand of her mater. 
nal Tenderneſs. She cauſed the poor young 
Prince to be whipped 'till the Blood came, 
and forbad him to come into her Preſence _ 
for a whole Month. By this Inſtance it is 
plain, that Avarice had, in this Princeſs, 
the Predominancy over all other Senti- 
ments. 

But LEveiLLE did not confine to theſe 
petty Pranks alone the Gift of Inviſibility 
which had been beſtowed on him, but made 
excellent good Uſe of it. He would ſlide 
into the King's Chamber, when their Ma- 
jeſties were all alone laying their Heads 
cloſe together, or with their Miniſters in 
Conſultation ; and, liſtening to their Diſ-

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courſes, repeated all to Prince TI TI, with 
out however telling his Highneſs by wha 
Means he came by ſuch good Intelligence. 
He alſo went to the Miniſters Houſes, glid. 
ed into the beſt Companies, and learned 
the Subjects of all their Converſations ; Ml 
But, wich a malicious Unluckineſs, not par- 
donable in any other than a Page, when- WM 
ever he there met with any great Talker, WW: 
who vainly affected to uſe florid Sentences, 
or one who fatigued his Company with a 
prolix Diſcourſe, or ſuch as maintained their 
Argument with Warmth, he would. give 
ſuch a Perſon a Fillup on the Tip of his 
Noſe, which would ſtop the Haranguer quite 
ſhort, and excite Laughter in all the others 
to behold his Movements, and the Surpriſe 
he was put into by this inviſible Fillup. 
Very frequently, when he beheld any 
Perſons he ſuſpected in a Coach, earneſt 
in Talk, he ran by it liſtening if he could 
pick out any Thing worth knowing. If he 
flaw any ſuch Perſon's writing, he looked 
cover their Shoulder, and read what they 
wrote; and would allo look ſharp for the 
Anſwers to fuch Letters, and 4 take 
them away out of the Cloſets of thoſe to 
whom they were directed. In ſhort, he 
made himſelf acquainted with every Affair 
of Moment, either in Politics or Gallantry

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| In this Manner he informed Prince T1t1 
f ſuch as were really in his Intereſt, and 
f thoſe who only feigned themſelves to 
e ſo: He found four Noblemen truly at- 
ached to his Highneſs: A Proof that there 
Vas ſtill ſome Store of Virtue in King 
WGincuzT's Court, Which is the Court 


herein a Prince can aſſure himſelf of four 
r gaichful Servants! Miſerable Princes ſtand 
„Jia the utmoſt Need of ſuch Eveilles as 


Wl this of Prince T1T1 : For he was himſelf 
W ſincerely faithful to him; he never abuſed 
che Confidence his Maſter repoſed in him, 
in diſſerving ſome, or favouring others; nor 
betrayed him under the Cloak of being 
W zcalous for his Intereſt. On this Account 
it was, as well as for his natural good- 
Nature, that he had merited the Gift of 
Inviſibility. 

But what highly grieved Prince T1771 
was, to ſee every where what he had been 
told by UVEveiLLz z; viz. That neither 
the King, the Queen, nor the Miniſters, 
had one Perſon by whom they were truly 
beloved. Thoſe who expreſſed moſt Zeal 
and Attachment for them, were no other 
than vain, deceitful, ſelfiſh Counterfeits, 
with ſuch rancoured Hearts, and Souls fo 
deteſtably black, that they would not be 
gained even by repoſing in them the ut- 
moſt Confidence, nor by loading them with 
daily Benefactions. LEvEIILE wrote. a

He was in a terrible Conflict within himſelf, 
whether he ſhould leave ABor's Houſe di- 
rectly, or diſcover to him the Purity of his 
Affection for Biz1: For ſuch was this 
excellent Prince's Diſpoſition, that he would 
not have diſquieted his meaneſt Groom.

But, 
ye Gods! Is there any deſcribing the Senti- 
ments of this Prince's Soul, when, at his Re. 
turn from Court, he no longer found his. dear 
B1s12? Never was Griefequal to his. That lit- 
tle Houſe, which he had deemed far preferable 
to the moſt magnificent Palace upon Earth, 
was now in his Eyes no other than a fright 
ful Deſart. He withdrew to his Chamber, 
threw himſelf into a Chair, got up again, 

Aung himſelf upon the Bed, and a Moment 

after called to have his Horſes ſaddled, that 
- he might go back again : But then preſent: 
ly reflecting, that this would be only making 
a great Noiſe to no Manner of Purpoſe, he 
gave a Counter-Order, and went on Foot 
into the Fields, where he fatigued himſelf

ABok's Mind was agitated with ſo many 
different Ideas, that he knew not what An- 
ſwer he ſhould return. To very little Pur- 
poſe he remonſtrated to, the Prince his own 
elevated Rank, with the Lowneſs of that 
of his Daughter, the Inconſtancy of the 
Paſſions, the Diſguſts, Regrets and diſ- 
mal Conſequences ; all this had not the leaſt 
Effect on T 1 T1.

This Converſation effectually reſtored 
T1+1 to his Health, and even made him 
feel a certain Gaiety at Heart, which he 
had never known before. UWEveiLLE re- 
turned on the third Day, towards Evening, 
and informed his Highneſs, That Biz1 
vas ſo indifpoſed, that ſhe kept to her

They fre- 
quently reſorted to a pretty little Bower, 
called The Service-Tree Arbour, at the far- 
ther End of the Garden, where, concealed 
from Sight, they mutually gave and re- 
ceived numberleſs Kiſſes, always innocent. 
TiT1, who beheld in BI BI a Sort of ra- 
viſning Divinity which he adored at his 
very Soul, ſometimes caſt himſelf at her 
Feet, and embraced her Knees a long While, 
ſpite of her, who could not bear ſeeing 
him in that Poſture. *'B1s1, on her Side, 
who forgot-not that. her Lover was a great 
Prince, conſtantly accompanied all her Ca- 
reſſes -with the: Reſpect. due to his Princely 
Dignity 5 and this was the only Subject of 
Complaint fhe gave TI I. She always 
ſtiled him Highnz/s, or at leaſt My dear 
Prince. One Day, o her uſing the Word 
Highneſs to kim, he threw bis Arm round 
her Neck, ſaying, Why do you trrat 
me thus cruelly, my deareſt BrsBr? Am 
Ja Prince for you? It is you are my 
«* Princeſs, my Quten: I would always call 
* you Dur Majeſty, was not that Stile 


more reſpectful than tender. Never give 


me any other Title than your Dear 
Tir; and fay juſt now to me, My 
© dear \'T1Tiy I love thee with all my 
* Heart.” BISI1 would not. Nay, 
* ſaid he, I poſitively will not let you go 
* *till you fay it.“ | 18 
There 
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There paſſed between them a little Scuffle 
of Inſtancings and Refuſings. But at length 
the Prince having ſaid ſomewhat earneſtly ; 
I will have you fay ſo: It is a Favour 
“ aſk of you, and ſhall really be angry 
if it be denied me.” BI BI, whom the 
Prince ſtill held ſtraitly embraced, ſlided 
her Cheek cloſe by the Side of T1Tr's, 
as if to hide herſelf, and lowering her 
Voice, as if ſhe was afraid he ſhould hear 
her, tho' it was he who injoined her to 
ſpeak; ſhe ſoftly uttered, My dear T 171, 
1 love thee with all my Heart; which ſhe 
had no ſooner ſaid, but ſhe bluſhed ex- 
tremely, as if ſhe had committed a Crime, 
2 rap then — = with Eyes 
Jparkling for Joy, an yed her Com- 
ance with a thouſand rapturous-Kifſes, 

Thus did our amiable Pair of youthful 
Lovers paſs away their Moments moſt de- 
thei Mean While the Fortifications 

were | compleated, tho Prince®T1T1 had 
not been over and above preſſing in the 
Affair. He muſt now relinquiſh ABOR“s 
Abode, that Palace of Love, in order to 
take up his Reſidence in that of the cruel 
and tumultuous Paſſions, the only Inhabi- 
- tants whereof are Avarice, Ambition, Per- 
fidy and Arifice, where Envy, concealed 


under a fawning Outſide, is always buſied 


in ſpreading about the Poiſon of Calumny, 
and where none commend even Virtue = 
, ſe a 
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ſelf, but only in order to work her Ruin 
and Deſtruction. 

This new Fortreſs was named after thi 
Prince, being called Fort-Titi. His High- 
neſs, having given his final Orders, ſet out 


on his Return to Court. ABOR and his 


Wife, who loved him. as their own Son, 
beheld his Departure with the utmoſt Re- 
luctance; but there is no expreſſing the 
Affliction of the Prince and his BIB: 
Yet was this ſo cruel a Separation neceſ- 
ſary. T1T1 returned thither as frequently as 
poſſible, in order to mollify it, and we may 
alſo ſay, to renew it. Winter arrived; and 
with it certain Intelligence, that King 
FoRTESERRE would infallibly enter King- 
GincueT's Territory early in the Spring: 
Whereupon nothing was thought on, but how 
to put Matters in th@bcſt Poſture to give 
him a good Reception. | 
However „Prince T1T1's Care for what 
concerned the approaching War did not, any 
Way, interrupt that which he owed to Love. 
Spite of his Hurry of Buſineſs, the Sea- 


ſon's Rigour, or Badneſs of the Roads, he 


'very- often went to ſee his dear BIBT: 
Nor did any Obſtacle prevent him from 
continuing that his Aſſiduity, but a Fit of 
Illneſs wherewith both their Majeſties were 
ſeized, 
One Evening after Ginever and Tat- 
PASSE had won a great Deal at a 
an 
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and had ſhut. themſelves up in private, to 
count their Winnings, a Twelve4Penn 
Piece of Silver chanced to fall off the Table, 
and' both at once ſtooping to recover it, 
their Foreheads encountered with ſuch Vio- 
lence, that the King's had one great Bump, and 
the Queen's another. This, among common 
People, would have been nothing at all: A 
Piece of brown Paper well ſoaked in Vine- 
gar, and applied to the Lumps, would have 
been. a certain and ſpeedy Remedy : But, 
for a King and Queen, Surgeons and Doc- 
tors muſt be ſet to Work. Throꝰ Reſpect 


to Royal Majeſty, thoſe Gentlemen durſt not. 


treat the Matter as a Trifle, but had a for- 
mal Conſultation. The Surgeons applied to 
each of their Majeſties Bumps, reſpectively, 
Vulneraries ſeethed in Red Wine, and cauſ- 
ed them alſo to k of their Infuſions, 
to prevent, ſaid they, evil Conſequences and 
After-Claps. As for the Phyſetans, they 
preſcribed immediate Bleeding, which the 
Surgeons likewiſe judged to be extremely 
convenient and requiſite. Both theſe and 
thoſe told their Majeſties, that they muſt not 
either eat any Supper, ſpeak, or apply them- 
ſelves to any one Thing. In fine, they be- 
ing blooded, and their Heads well bound 


up, they were put gently into Bed; and by. 


Means of all theſe Operations, they could 
not get a Wink of Sleep, and in the Morn- 
ing they were found very feveriſh, and with 


Bumps 
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Burnps much bigger than before. Thoſe 
Contuſions, heated by the Vulneraries, or 
Cataplaſms, ſpread the more, and gave tlie 
Surgeons Occaſion to augment the Hurt. 
The Doctors ſtill kept the King and Queen 
from eating any Thing, ſaid they, not to 
nouriſh their Fever; without dreaming that, 
poſſibly, their laſt Night's Abſtinence had 
contributed towards their Ailing, They tied 
them up to thin Broths; which Regimen, 
together with a Pair of Clyſters, wherewith 
they regaled each of their Majeſties, were to 
effect a complete Cure. However the quite 
contrary happened. GinGcueT and T Riv 
PASSE became ſick in good Earneſt, eſpeci- 
ally his Majeſty. On this Occaſion it was 
that Prince TI TI, always more exact in 
every Branch of his Duty than can well be 
expreſſed, would not git their Majeſties a 
Moment. However Wth Ginever and 
Tir AssE repayed his dutiful Behaviour 
with a Coldfteſs which would have made any 
other but he leſs aſſiduous. It gave him 


not a little Pain, nevertheleſs he did not 


therefore ſlacken in his Duty. He often 
ſent L'EvxIILE to ſee B1z1, but went not. 
himſelf. 5 

From the Moment GrixcveT's IIIneſs 
ſeemed dangerous, Prince T1T1, if he had 
been chitherto neglected, found his Court 
begin to increaſe, while the King's Apart- 


ment became almoſt a Deſart. His High- 
2078 K nieſs 
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neſs could not help expreſſing ſome Indigna- 
tion at this unworthy Procedure of the Syco- 
phantical Courtiers. He told them, Their 
Politics were very defective; that he hop- 
ed Heaven would preſerve his Royal 
<* Father's Life; but that, if they were of 
% Opinion that his Majeſty would not fur- 
vive long, they ſhould at leaſt deceive 
* him while he was alive. Aſſure your 
<< ſelves, that I want none of your Friend- 
& ſhip at ſo high a Price. 
Theſe Words of T1T1's occaſioned the 
prudenteſt. of them to continue waiting on 
the King in his Apartment, as before; tho 
they ceaſed not their Aſſiduites towards his 
Highneſs. Whenſoever LEvEILILE appear- 
ed, they ranged themſelves in Order, to let 
him pals, as if he had been a State-Miniſter : 
They well knew ham to be in the Prince's 
Fayour, and they were mighty careful 
never once to ſtile him Old Women's Page. 
It was pleaſant enough to ſee h he ſtrut- 
ted by them, what ſtately Airs he put on, 
and affected to make himſelf a Perſon of 
Importance amidft the baſe Crew. of Syco- 
phant Grandees, even the moſt exalted. 
At length Gix ET eſcaped the Hands 
of Death and his Doctors. Immediately on 


his Recovery, T1T1 haſted away to fee 


his BIB, and withal to inform Azos of 
the Courtiers Unworthineſs. Inexpreſſible 
was BIB T's Joy at ſeeing her dear Prince 
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again, ** Why can I not keep you always 
here, cried ſhe :.

Mean While the Opening of the Cam: 
on approached, and T1T1 would gladly

how was this to be effected? DEveiLLe 
penetrated into the Prince's Chagrin, and ap- 
plied a timely Remedy. He aſſured him, 
That his Father was then in a Condlition

now placed him above his former Ne- 
** ceflity, und that his Highneſs needed only .

** with ſtill more on the firſt. Order. But his 
Joy was yet greater than his Surpriſe, at the 
Thoughts of being now in a Capacity of

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tending his B1B1 a Sum not unworthy to be 
given by a Prince. He retained one thou- 
land of the Ginguets, and ſent away to her 
the remaining three thouſand ; not that the 
Remittance was made to herſelf, but to 
Amor. When this good Man received them, 
he ſeemed not a Whit more joyful, than if 
the Preſent had been a Buſhel of Lentils, or

valry, he was ſeen unexpectedly advancing, 
in good Order, and a reſolute Countenance,

not however intimidate them; who, en- 
couraged by the preceding Victory, went 
courageouſly enough to meet their approach- 
ing Enemies. 
Both Armies ſtood confronting each other, 
when a Cavalier, from the adverſe Party, 
very proudly mounted and accoutered, ad- 
vanced upon a Half - Gallop, and defied 
the braveſt of GincutT's Wariors to a 
ſingle Combat.

Here- 
upon T'rT1, at the Head of thoſe Squa- 
drons he had firſt picked up, and luch 
as joined him afterwards, faced about to 
go i Queſt of King FoxTEszRRE, who, 
Hike a furious Torrent, was rouling im- 
petuouſly from the Center towards the Right 


- of King GIxuET's Army. Its Left had 
Fu. already 
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already given Way, the Right alone ſtand- 
ing firm; and a compleat Victory de- 
pended ſolely on the routing of that Wing. 


Tir i came up with the King's Squadrons, 
juſt when he was at the Point of forcing 


ſome Regiments of his Father's Infantry, 


which oppoſed his Paſſage. Both Armies 


were in great Diſorder. Gix uE T's was 
ſhut up on every Side by FoRTESERRE'S: 
Without very prodigious Efforts of re- 
doubled Valour, it was humanly impoſſible 


to prevent its total Defeat.

With theſe Words, he fell moſt furiouſly 
on the hindermoſt of thoſe Squadrons which

Prince then deſiſted from his Attempt on 


thoſe Regiments of Foot, in order. to de- 


tend himſelf againſt the impetuous Vehe- 
mency of T1T1's Attacks. His Highneſs,. 
without. allowing his Peoples Ardour Lei- 
ſure to cool, threw himſelf upon For T E- 
SERRE'S Left, where he put into Diſor- 
der two of his Squadrons, after killing abun- 
dance of them. The King flew thither ;, 
and, after having been in the Midſt of 
two Fires, he found himſelf obliged tor 
lultain being flanked by the Enemies In- 
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fantry. He then wheeled about towards 
his Right, in order to get Room, and to 
cauſe T1T1's Cavalry to range along be.

The King, 
quite in Deſpair, and big with inward Rage,

that Reſpect which was due to his Royal 
Perſon : But L'Eve1LLe replied frankly ; 
* That, for this Time, he muſt abſolutely 
*© diſobey his Highneſs, even was he to be pu- 
% niſhed for it: Since he was determined not 
to leave him before the Battle was over. 
Nor indeed had this generous Youth once 
quitted him, during the whole Affair; and 
had actually twice ſaved his Life, by ward- 
ing off Blows made directly at him. 

This gallant Prince, obſerving the Way 
to be clear, was of Opinion that, to make 
ſurer of the Captive King's Perſon, he ought 
forthwith to be conducted to the neareſt 
Town. He therefore drew out a Detach- 
ment of Cavalry, for his Convoy, having 
firſt ſent to acquaint his Father's Generals. 


He went himſelf at the Head of this Detach- 


ment, to requeſt Fox TEsERRE's Conſent to 
his immediate Removal from the Field of 


Battle. That Prince was in Deſpair at this 


Propoſition. He perceived that certain Bat- 


- talions of his Troops were advancing haſtily: 
to attack thoſe whereby he was incompaſſed: 
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But the Requeſts of his Conqueror were Or- 
ders which he muſt neceſſarily follow. 

By ſuch Movements as were then made, 
the two Armies were again reduced to their 
firſt Order. All the Infantry of both Par- 
ties reaſſembled in their reſpective Centers, 
which gave a freſh Advantage to that of 
GincveET. But FoRTtsERRE'S Cavalry 
were ſomewhat diſheartened, and his Generals 
were for giving them a little Reſpite to re- 
cover their Spirits, in order then to attack 
their Adverfaries with redoubled Fury : But 
the Defeat of their Infantry allowed them no 
Opportunity to put in Execution this Defign. 

The News of King FoRTESERRE's Cap- 
ture, which was ſoon fpread thro' both Ar- 
mies, animated the one and diſcouraged the 
other; inſomuch that there was between them 
only one Encounter more, which was indeed 
a ſmart one. Prince TI I again highly di- 
ſtinguiſned himſelf by fundry incredible 
Feats of Prowefs. His Sabre (which, with 
the innumerable Strokes it had both given 
and received, was become a perfect Saw) 
broke ſhort off in the Body of a Colonel, 
who wanted to diſpatch this brave Prince at 
one Blow with his Half- Pike. His Highneſs 
thereupon ſnatched up a Halbard, and flew 
wich ſuch vigorous Ardour amidſt the Ene- 
mies, that he at once drove the ſaid Hal- 
bard quite thro* a Captain and a _— 

| who. 
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who was cloſe behind him, and over-turned 
a third. with thoſe two Bodies fo fpitted to- 
gether. He fell down himſelf alſo at the 
ſame Inſtant ; but roſe again without Hurt, 
or. even Danger; for the Battalion which 
he had fo broken into, had already full Em- 
loyment with his Followers, whom his no- 
le Example had invigorated. LEvEILLI, 
who fought by his Side, ſupplied” him with 
another Sabre. The adverſe Battalion was 
foon trampled down, and hacked all in Pie- 
ces. Prince T1T1-groaned at ſo horrible a 
Slaughter: But there is a Neceſſity for Mens 
defending themſelves againſt thoſe who make 
War upon them unjuſtly; and, in Reality, 
King FoRTESERRE had on his Side yu a 
5 Appearance of Juſtice. 
Prince TI 17s great Ardour having once 
more hurried him, with only a ſmall Troop 
of Voluntiers, into the Thickeſt of a nume- 
rous Band of Enemies, who ſtood their 
Ground rather thro Deſpair than Courage ; 
and while he was buſted in parrying, to the 
Right and Left, ſuch deſperate Blows as 
every one endeavoured to make at him, with 
the utmoſt Eagerneſs, and was chaſtifing the 
boldeſt of them, a certain Soldier, fully bent 
on this brave Prince's Deſtruction, advanced 
to a convenient Spot, and was taking his 


Aim in order to ſhoot, and would infallibly 
have diſpatched him, if (at the very Inſtant 
when he would have fired) the Eagle, which 
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continued {till hovering - over the Prince, 


had not ſwooped down ſwifter than a Flaſh 
of Lightning, upon the Fellow, and, with 
one Stroke of its Talons, put out both that 
Wretch's Eyes, and tore away more than 
half his Face. This Stroke was T1T1's 


Preſervation, and the Ruin of thoſe his Ene- 


mies who had ſurrounded him. A panic 
Terror ſeized them, they threw down their 
Arms, betook themſelves a precipitate 1 
and were all made Priſoners. 

This was the laſt Action of that rerrible 
Day. The adverſe Army thought only of 
retreating; King GiNx uE rs Generals thought 
only of poſſeſſing the Field of Battle; 
and Prince T1T1 thought only of viſiting 
every Part of it, to get ſuch as were hurt re- 
moved to ſome Place where they might have 
proper Aſſiſtance : Friends or Enemies, all 
were alike the Objects of his Care; or to 
ſay better, he was the Friend of all thoſe 
whom he found to be unfortunate, The 
Pains he took to ſuccour them is beyond all 
Expreſſion ; nor did he return to his Tent - 
till the Night was far advanced. His Cloaths 
were pierced thro? in a thouſand Places, and 
all laſhed to Tatters : But he had himſelf 
received only three ſlight Wounds, whereof 
the moſt dangerous was on the Right Should- 
er, where, by extreme good Luck, a Ball 
had _ taken off the _— whereas Ara N 
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ſtruck a little lower, or more on either Side, 
it would have proved mortal. 
He however ſpake not a Word of it, that 


'he might not be interrupted too long when 


in his Tent ; he thinking the Time tedious 
till he might be left alone, to ſee his dear 


B1IBI. He made no Manner of Doubt but 


that ſhe was the Eagle, which had been ob- 


ſerved flying and hovering over his Head 
during the whole Engagement, and firmly 


believed her to be already in his Pavillion, 
concealed under the Similitude of ſome other 
Creature, whoſe Form ſhe would quit and 
run to his Arms, 1n her own proper Shape, 
the Moment he ſhould be- alone. 

He was not miſtaken. B1B1, the Eagle 
all Day, that ſhe might not loſe Sight of 
her dear Prince, became a Cricket at Night, 
to hide herſelf in his: Tent. Perceiving him 
at length _ alone, ſhe again became 
Bi1s1 ; and, throwing her Arms about his 
Neck, ſhed Tears of Joy to ſee him eſcaped 
from the many Dangers he had run thro, 


What did ſhe not ſay to him, concerning 


what ſhe had ſuffered during the whole Ac- 
tion! What Alarms, what Dreads, what 
Frights, and what violent Agitations ! And 
what did he not” alfo ſay to her, touch- 
ing the ſingular Pleaſure he ſhould take 
in conſecrating to her a Life which ſhe 
had preſerved, by diſabling the Fellow who 


was on the Point of ſhooting him! B1s1 
| was 
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was tranſported at T1T1's acquired Glory. 
TiT1 was inchanted with the Tenderneſs 
and Courage of his charming BIB I; deem- 
ing it a ſingular Happineſs that he was 
indebted to her for his Life. They would 
gladly. not have parted, tho' both were in 
great Want of Repoſe. But Day-break, ® 
which began to appear, cauſed BIBI to 
quit the Camp, in the Similitude of a ſmall 
Lizard, when, re- aſſuming that of the Eagle, 
ſhe returned to her Father's Houſe. T1T1, 
after having had his Wounds waſhed with 
what was proper, put himſelf to Bed, where 
the Satisfaction for having ſeen his Bis1, 
rogether with the preceeding Day's Fatigue, 
ſoon threw him into a ſound Sleep. 
After this, BiB came to ſee her dear, 
Prince very frequently. To avoid all Riſques, 
ſhe generally came by Night, under. the 
Form of a Bat, or other Night-Bird, till 
near the Camp, which ſhe entered as a Lizard 
to traverſe it with more Safety to the Prince's 
Tent 3 and when ſhe ſaw him without Com- 
pany, ſhe re- aſſumed her natural Shape. 
When ſhe came by Day, ſhe ſoared out 
of all Reach in her Eagle's Form, and 
then lighted on the Prince's Tent like a 
Gnat, or ſome: other ſuch little Fly. 
GINGUET feceived the News of his Ar- 
my's Succeſs, and of King Fox TeszRrRF's. 
Capture, with all the Joy and Satisfaction 
any one may imagine. He by this Means 
5 1 found

, "- fogod himſelf Maſter of the Conditions of 
a Peace, To the Perſon who brought him 
Tidings of this Victory, he gave his own 
Picture, inriched with Grenats, and a Re. 
giment of Dragoons : This Gentleman was 
the Son of one of his Generals. Her Ma- 
eſty likewiſe preſented him with hers, adorn- 
Tl with counterfeit Stones of ail Sorts and 
Colours, almoſt as beautiful as real Jewels, 


He would have begrudged his Labour and 


Diligence, had he counted theſe Preſents 
at their jatrinſic Value: But he judged of 
them quite otherwiſe ; the Pictures of Kings 
and Queens, given by themſelves, being 


Preſents of infinite Value: Then, he had 


withal a Regiment. 
Next Day after the Battle, Prince TIrI 
a very numerous Court. GiNGUET's 
Generals repaired thither, to load his High- 
neſs with as many Praiſes, as they had 
ſhewed him Marks of Indifference on the 
Day of his firſt Arrival. They alſo did 


Him Juſtice to the King; but the Soldiers 


did it much better, by the Songs which 

they made to his Honour. 
Nothing more, worth Notice, paſſed du- 
ing the whole Remainder of that Campaign, 
whith laſted -near five Months longer ; for 
this Battle was fought on the fourth of June. 
Yet Prince T1T1, " notwithſtanding this long 
Time of Inaction, the Ardency of his Love, 
and his Power of transforming himſelf, 
would not quit the Camp, even a _- 
ay, 
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Day, to make a Viſit to his dear BIB: 
Nor did he leave the Army 'till ſuch Time 
as it was put into Winter Quarters. 

He was then received at Court with ſur- 
priſing Demonſtrations of Joy. Even their 
Majeſties themſelves could not help beſtow- 
ing Praiſes on him. He forced them to 
eſteem him ; nay, they would likewiſe have 
loved him, had they remarked in him the 
leaſt Propenſion to Frugality and Oeconomy; 
ſo they miſcalled Niggardlineſs and Ava- 
rice. Vices change their Names with thoſe 
Perſons who delight in them. GiNGUET 
and TRIPASSE did not dream, that Ava- 
rice would have deſtroyed the Prince's moſt 
conſpicuous Virtues, and have fullied all 
the reſt : For Avarice is ſo mean a Vice, 
that it renders deſpicable . thoſe ho are 
otherwiſe endowed with great and noble 
Qualities. And hence it was, that GinGueT 
and TR1PASSE, after having loaded Prince 
TiT1 with Praiſes in public, they ſevere- 
ly reprimanded him in private, on Account 
of certain Sums of Money which he bor- 
rowed, after the Battle, and diſtributed among 
the Priſoners, and ſuch as were wounded in- 
diſcriminately, without regarding Party. In 
Effect, it had actually been this excellent 
Prince's chief Care, after the Action, to 
comfort and ſupply the Wants of all who 
needed Aſſiſtance; and L'EvVEILLE had 
aſſured bim, that his Father would furniſh

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whatever Sums were requiſite to repay what 
Monies had been taken up by Loan. 

Mean While, that Mildneſs, that Good- 

nature, that Submiſſion exempt from the 

leaſt Murmuring, which this Prince had 

' conſtantly ſhewed to the Pleaſure, nay, to f 

the Iryuſtice of his Parents towards himſelf, r 

and moreover his Affability and Attention h

even to the meaneſt Perſons ; all theſe, I ſay, 
which at firſt made him paſs only for good 
humoured, and at length for a Prince not 
very conſiderable; were now by the Cour- 
tiers ſet in, a quite different Point of Light, 
They conſidered, That a Prince, who joined 
to the laudable Qualities of a virtuous pri 
vate Man, all the exalted Qualifications of 
a Hero, muſt infallibly prove a very great 
King, when his Turn came to ſway a Scep- 
ter. That Valour and Benevolence, found- 
ed on Juſtice, are the Characteriſtics of 
perfect Heroiſm ; and that both. theſe Qua- 
Iities ſhined very eminently in Prince TI I. 
His Virtues conſtrained them to attach them- 
ſelves to him, and they rendered him that 
Homage, which Policy had, hitherto, in- 
duced them to pay only to GiIix uE T. The 
King and Queen took Notice of it, and 
more particularly the Prime Miniſter, who 
more feared the Prince's Virtues, than he 
cared for the Inconſtancy of Courtiers. 
We may very well ſuppoſe, that the 
Poets were not forgetful of their Phebas. 
g Prince 
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Prince T1T1 was half ſmothered with Heaps 
of Odes, Sonnets, Dedications, Royal Songs, 
Balads, Rondeaux, Virelays, Rondelays, Tri- 
olets, Epigrams, and even Acroſtics, Of 
theſe he received ſuch Inundations, that he 
was obliged to poſtpone the Peruſal of 
them *till Night, when he went to Bed; ang 
his Method in this was very good, for it 
never failed to procure him a ſpeedy and 
ſound Nap. . 
His Highneſs aſked GixvcuET Leave to- 
make a Viſit to King FoRTEsERRE, whom 
they kept confined in a certain Citadel. It 
was granted him, and he made Ute of it, 
tho* leſs frequently than he could have 
liked; for he found in that Prince ſo many 
noble Qualities, that he highly reyered him, 
and was infinitely delighted with his Con- 
verſation, which he found replete with va- 
luable Inſtructions. Nor was PORT ESERRE 
leſs charmed with T ITI. He conceived 
for him ſuch high Eſteem, that he deter- 
mined on giving him his only Daughter, 
and on engaging the States of his Realm to 
acknowledge him for his Succeſſor, On 
the bare Recital made him by TiT1 of 
the Adventure of the Diamonds, he believed 
the whole Affair, without requiring farther 
Proof; and no longer thought of any "rho 
but of demanding a Pacification. 
Had Tiri been Maſter, he would un- 
doubtedly havediſinifſed King F0@TESERR'B, 
M 3 without 
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without having any other Thought but of 
deſerving his Friendſhip, and of doing him 
all poſſible Honour, But GincueT was 
abſolutely for exacting from him immedi- 
ate Reimburſement- of the whole War's Ex- 


_ together with a moſt exorbitant 
anſom.” 


_-* Whenever Prince T1T1 had a few Hours 
to' himſelf, he flew away to his beloved 
Biz1: For, to make the beſt of his Time, 
he always aſſumed the Form of a Bird of 
Prey, tho' he was far from having the Na- 
ture of one. He had alſo the Satisfaction 
of paſſing a few Days at that beloved Man- 
ſion, without going thither under a borrowed 
Form; having obtained GincveT's Per- 
miſſion to viſit the Fort which bore his 
Name. | 

It is not poſſible to deſcribe the Joy of 
thoſe good People, Apor and his Wife, 


WM when they ſaw their beloved T1T1 : They 


revered him as their Sovereign, and they 
affected him as their Child. Nor is it 
leſs impoſſible to expreſs the Swectneſs of 
that Pleaſure which this Prince taſted, in 
finding himſelf with his dear BIB I, under 
the rural Roof of thoſe honeſt Folks, whom 
he really loved, as if he had been, both by 
Birth and Nature, their own Son. He there 
no longer. ſaw that Infincerity, that Con- 
ſtraint, that childiſh Vanity, which reign in 
Courts; - thoſe Intrigues, Factions, Hatreds 


and 
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and Animoſities about Things, which in 
Reality are of no more Value than thoſe 
Gewgaws for which little Children frequently 
quarrel, and ſometimes fall together by 
the Ears. 

BI BI took it one Day into her Head 
to make Trial of the Prince's Fidelity. 
After having compoſed on him a Rondeau, 
in the Service-Bower, whither ſhe often re- 
tired when ſhe had a Mind to meditate, 
ſhe withdrew, in order to write it out, in- 
to T1T1's Room, which ſhe always took 
as her own when he was not at her Fa- 
ther's Houſe, When ſhe had written it out 
fair, ſhe reſolved on going to preſent it 
him, at Court, under the Form of the 
prettieſt Girl in the World. For this Pur- 
poſe, ſhe wiſhed to be ſo: And, to have 
the Pleaſure of ſeeing how the pretrieſt 
Girl in the World looked, ſhe went to her 
great Looking-Glaſs ; but ſhe found her- 
ſelf ſtill the ſame, and not a Whit altered. 
Then ſhe made a new Wiſh, and even 
ſaid aloud 3; O good Landy DiamanTina | 
moſt illuſtrious Fa iR Y] Since you bannen 
ed to vouchſafe me the Gift of becoming 
whatever Creature I will, let me be, I beg 
you, the prettieſt Girl in the World. Frait- 
leſs was her Requeſt ; for ſhe changed not 
in any one Point from what ſhe was. 

She then was of Opinion, that perhaps 
the Gift of Transformation did not extend 


to 
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=. to ſuch Kind of Metamorphoſes. To try 
| whether it was ſo or not, ſhe wiſhed herſelf 
the prettieſt Hump-backed Girl in the whole 
Univerſe ; and ſhe inſtantly found herſelf - 
without the leaſt 2 of Face, but 
with a great Hump behind, and another 
before. Hereupon ſhe ſuſpected the Mean- 
ing of this to be, that ſhe herſelf was the 
prettieſt Girl in the World: But there was, 
ſhe thought, ſo much Vanity in entertain- 
ing ſuch a Notion, that ſhe durſt not con- 
tinue in it a Moment. 
As the Colour of BIB I's Hair was brown, 
her next Wiſh was, that ſhe might become 
the moſt beautiful fair Damſel upon Earth: 
When immediately her Locks became quite 
fair, her Brows and Eye-laſhes appearing 
ſomewhat darker ; but otherwiſe ſo entire- 
ly the ſame, that any one might readily 
know her. 
Upon this, ſhe wiſhed herſelf the ſecond 
Beauty in the World, and then ſhe beheld 
in her Countenance ſuch a conſiderable Al- 
teration, that it ſuficed to make her be 
taken for another Perſon. She then reſolv- 
ed on going, under this Form, to the 
Queen's Apartment, there to wait till ſhe 
1aw the Prince, and to preſent him, as he 
paſſed, the Verſes which ſhe had made up- 
on him. This Deſign of hers ſhe actually 
put in Execution, The Verſes which. the 
gave him were as follows, viz. .

When T1T1 received theſe Verſes, he 
could not but. admire the Charms of that 
Beauty who preſented them, tho' conſider- 
ably inferior to thoſe of his BIB I. He 
_ thanked her in the moſt courteous and oblig- 
ing Manner imaginable. However, the 

Courtiers 
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Courtiers found her ſo charming, that they 
proteſted never to have ſeen any ſo beau- 
tiful, All who had paſſed by her, came 
back again to have a full View of her, 
They made a Ring round her ; and the 
prime Grandees of the Court made At- 
tempts to enter into a Converſation with 
this unknown Charmer, whoſe Wit in an- 
ſwering them they no leſs admired than 
they did her Beauty. They ſpake of her 
to TRIPASSE with ſuch high Commenda- 
tions, that her Majeity ordered ſhe ſhould 
be called in: But, when ſhe had given 
TITI the Verſes, ſhe diſappeared, not- 
withſtanding thoke Crouds by whom ſhe 
was attended, 

A Week after this, ſhe came early one 
Morning into the Prince's Anti-Chamber, 
to wait his going out, in order to preſent 
him with ſome other Verſes ; as ſhe told 
a Waiter, who aſked, what ſhe wanted. A 
Valet de Chambre reported this to the Prince, 
who bid him order the Waiter, that he 
ſhould give her Admittance to him ſo ſoon 
as any two Perſons preſented themſelves to 
come in with her. This Order was punctu- 
ally executed. Two Noblemen, who would 
needs be at the Prince's Levee, ſoon arriv- 
ed. They were extremely ſurpriſed at 
ſeeing ſo young and ſo beautiful a Dam- 
fel there all alone, and could not help ſay- 
ing, That Prince TiT1 was not 3 

| above 
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above gallant, to ſuffer ſuch a 

« Laſs to wait in his Anti-Chamber, and 
at ſuch a Time in the Morning,” They 
had much rather have ſtayed there with 
her, than have gone in to his Highneſs ; 
bur the Order was followed. 

T1rT1 received her very politely, took 
the Verſes which ſhe tendered him, read 
them over in her Prefence, and, after hav- 
ing returned her abundance of Thanks, and 
intreated her not to expoſe him any more 
to the dangerous Pleaſure of ſeeing. him- 
felt praiſed with ſuch Exceſs of Wit and 
Politeneſs. ** You are too fair, Madam, 
«© continued he, for one to avoid intereſt- 
ing onesſelf in what may regard you. 
Give me alſo Leave to tell you, that 
you are too much ſo, for you thus to 
expoſe yourſelf, alone and at your Age, 
in a Place ſo dangerous as this is. Is 
there any Thing, Madam, I can do for 
you, to teſtify my Acknowledgment ? 
To this ſhe anſwered, ** That the Height 
of her Ambition extended no farther than 
to merit the Honour of his Protection: 
That ſhe was ignorant of the Dangers 
* of the Court; nor had ſhe any Thought 
of being Ship-wrecked there : But that, 
charmed with his Highneſs's Virtues, 
* ſhe only had a Mind to do them Ho- 
© mage by the few Verſes which ſne had 
compoſed. * All this ſhe uttered A S 
0 
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ſoft pretty Tone, and very modeſt, but 
which, joined with certain Movements of 
the Eyes, was not however quite exempt 
from a little Strain of Coquetry, and a 
Deſire of pleaſing the Prince, 

His Highneſs thereupon (after having 
learned from his fair Viſitant, ©** That her 
* uſual Abode was with her Father in the 
Country, at a ſmall-Place named Service; 
* that ſhe was her Parents only Child, 
and had but a ſlender Fortune,“ ) ordered 
L'EvEILLE to be called; and, taking him 
aſide, aſłed, If he had not any Money 
«he could lend him? Yes, Sir, re- 
** plied L'EvEIIIE ; I have a hundred 
Gixguets in this Purſe; and a Bill to 
„take up more whenever I have Occaſi- 
* on: Pleaſe to take them.“ T1T1 took 

the Purſe, intreated the Damſel to accept of 
it, promiſed to furniſh her with a like Sum 
yearly; but added, That ſhe muſt re- 
turn home to her Father's Houſe; and 
„ that, if ſhe married any honeſt Man, 

© he ſhould take a ſingular Pleaſure in 
contributing towards bettering her For- 

„tune. He then ordered L'EvE ILL E to 

conduct her to the Place where ſhe lodged. 

Making a low Reverence, in order to 

be going, ſhe was detained a few Moments 

by certain amorous Jokes paſſed upon her 


her, whoſe Mouths ſhe had ſet a Nr 
an 


by thoſe two Noblemen who came in with 
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of Opinion, that ſo much Sagacity "oy 


to be met within any Map.” In vain Gore 
2 1 
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and whom ſhe repartee'd with abundance of 
Wit- and Smartneſs. On her taking Leave 
of his Highneſs, ſhe gave him a Look ſo 
very tender, that he could not but take Notice 
of it. Being got into the Anti-Chamber, 
ſhe emptied her Purſe of the hundred' Golden 
Ginguets, which ſhe divided between the 
Waiter and Valet de Chambre by whom 
ſhe had been introduced. LUEvertie be- 
held this with Aſtoniſhment ; and, as he 
made Way before her thro' a“ Croud of 
People, who had thronged thither to ſee 
her come out of the Palace, he ſuddenly 
loſt Sight of her; and all he had to fay 
of her, when he came back to Tr, 
was to acquaint him with the Manner how 
ſhe had thought proper to diſpoſe of his 
hundred Ginguets. Det 
This Adventure took up the Court's 
Attention for ſeveral Days. Some admired 
his Highneſs's Sagacity; while others were 


ill ſuited his Tears: For he was other wi

She 
teigned to have heard of the Adventure of 
his Fair Unknown, and to be jealous of 
him on that Account. Right Woman-like, 
ſhe would needs give herſelf the Pleaſure of 
making him a little uneaſy, and oblige 
him to a thouſand Renewals of the ten- 
dereſt Proteſtations. | 

Having thus given him a few Moments 
Alarm, ſhe led him out into the Service- 
Bower, tho* the Seaſon and Weather were 
not over and above proper or inviting, 
and there, after having made him ſwear 
to love her eternally, ſhe wagered with 
him, That he durſt not tell the Fair Un- 
known, to her Face, that he would never 
love her. Scarce was the Wager layed,

He had borrowed of him very large Sums;

ready diſtributed them among the Widows . 
of Officers, or to Officers themſelves, who 
ſollicited the Court for Penſions, which they 


could not obtain. As their Majeſties Stin- 
was not unknown, all the Recourſe 


they 
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they had was to T1T1's Good- nature and 
Humanity, His Anti-Chamber was con- 
ſtantly crouded with People imploring his 
Protection. It fretted his very Soul, that 
he could not gratify all thoſe Petitioners, 
f and more eſpecially the brave Officers, 
. whoſe Valour had contributed to the late 
Victory. He ſhould have been highly 
pleaſed, if the King would have vouch- 
ſafed him the Enjoyment of thoſe his pro- 

| per Domains, retained from him by his 
Majeſty 3 but he feared, that his bare pro- 
poſing ſuch a Matter, would irritate both 
their Majeſties. : 
Preſſed, however, by the Neceſſities of 
Perſons who were let ſuffer, he went to the 
Prime Miniſter, and deſired him to prevail 
with his Majeſty to make over to him the 
Revenues of his Eftates. The Maniſter, - 
proud of this Honour done him by his High- 
neſs, and glad of ſuch a fair Occdfion of 
making a Merit of his Service to him, actu- 
ally perſuaded the King and Queen to com- 
ply with T1T1's Requeſt. It was then grant- 
ed); but with ſo bad a Grace, that the Grant. 
was only on Condition, that they were to 
give him a Treaſurer, who was, from Day 
to Day, to lay before her Majeſty a Memoran- 
dum of all his Highneſs's nces, even to 
the minuteſt Trifles.

T1T1 aſſured her, that they did not ei- 
ther, But Trieasz affirmed they did both, 
and would abſolutely have them caught and 
carried away.

Mean While the vehement Agitations 1! 
wherewith TI 1 had been at firſt ſeized, on iſ | 
Account of the iraminent Danger his dear I 
BIST was in, and next the Queen's Outcries, | * 
together with his Vexation at the unlucky I 
Adventure of the Cat, whoſe difaſtrous Death : 
would, he well knew, : raiſe in her Majeſty a 
cruel Reſentment; all this, I fay, redoubled I * 
his Fever to ſuch a Pitch, that it was feared | 
he could not have got over the Night. 
He however ordered, that the two Ca- 
.nary-birds ſhould be carried to Princeſs 
'BL.ANCHEBRUNE, or rather quite out of the 
Palace, not to expoſe that good Princeſs to 
any Anger; and this laſt was a good 
Thought.

LEve 1LLE, without acquainting his Ma- 
ſter, the Prince, with what was in Agitation 
againſt him, tho? he knew it all perfectly 
well, was all the While very intent in watch- 
ing for his Intereſts. He had been preſent, 
tho inviſible, at that Council whereat the 
Reſolution was taken for the Prince's being 
apprehended. He heard read over the Ma- 
nifeſto, which was to be publiſhed immedi- 
ately on T1iT1's being in Cuſtody, which 
was to be next Day, becauſe then the Mani- 
feſto would be printed off ready to diſperſe. 
The faithful and vigilant L'EvEILLE 
likewiſe knew, that T1T1's Gift of tranſ- 
forming himſelf would not be of any Ser- 
vice to him when under Confinement, and 
was therefore ſatisfied, that he ought no 
longer to conceal from him the dreadful 
Riſque he would run, if he delayed prevent- 
ing the Effects of thoſe Machinations. 

_ His Highneſs could ſcarce give Credit to 
what I'EveiLLE reported: But he pro- 
duced a very convincing: Proof of his Aſſer- 
tion; viz. the very Minutes of the Council, 
ſigned by GineveT. This Paper L Evx- 
ILLE had very cleanly conveyed away; 
nay, he offered to ſhew him even the fair

faithful L'EvEILLE to any Hazard, He 
then flew out at a Window of his Apart- 
ment, in the Form of a Gnat, and pre- 
ſently after took that of an Eagle, to tranſ- 
port himſelf to his dear BIB I. He got thi- 
ther as the Day cloſed in. The Surpriſe and 
Joy of the little Family were exceſlive. 
ABoR and his Wife could not refrain from 
tenderly embracing their beloved Prince, and 
repeating to him the Uneaſineſs they had ſuf- 
fered on Account of his Indiſpoſition. They 
were greatly aſtoniſhed to hear of the King's

What comforted BIB I under this Alarm, 
was the Hope of never again being ſepa- 
rated from her beloved Prince.

1s Highneſs Flight occaſi- 
83% oned ſtrange Rumours in the 
Palace. People were at firft 
ignorant of the Cauſe of his 
SEES; withdrawing. Ginguet and 
Tripaſſe, after having communicated to each 
other thoſe Letters which they had received 
from the Prince, deliberated between their 
two felves on the beſt Method to be taken, 
They next ſent for their Prime Miniſter, 
and afterwards -for all the Members of 
their Council. The Miniſter was of Opi- 
nion, That the Manifeſto ſhould be ſup-

His Highneſs was deeply concerned at 

the Calamities to which his miſguided Pa- 

Tents expoſed themſelves. He would fain 
have perſuaded Diamaniina' to take them 
— Protection, and to pacity . Mat- | 
ters: But he was preſently cut ſhort, and | 
filenced by that Fairy, who withal told |

there, purpoſely to guard and protect this 
charming Grove, againſt all Attacks of 
other carnivorous Birds. No Footſteps of 
Men had either tarniſhed the natural Ver- 
dure of the Graſs, nor trampled down the 
interſperſed Flowers wherewith this lovely 
cryſtaline Stream was agreeably bordered. 


Our faithful Lovers therefore concluded to 


take up their Reſidence in this enchanting 


Solitude, and therein to aſſume the diverſe 


Forms of thoſe many different Species of 
little Birds, whereof it was already the happy 
and delightful Retreat. 


It 
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It was then juſt the Begining of the 
Spring; and Tit: and Bibi, together with 
the Likeneſs of Birds, had likewiſe their 
Proprieties and Neceſſities. They indeed 
perfectly well retained their Rationality 3 
but they had nevertheleſs a Senſibility of 
thoſe Impreſſions which the Return of that 
invigorating Seaſon made on their exiguous 
Machines, wherein the new Warmth of 
Blood excited a new Ardor and Vivacity. 
Nature inſpired them with preſſing Deſires 
to communicate that Life which they had 
received from her.

= _ Their agreeable Warblings all Day long 

| proclaimed their Love, and celebrated their 
| Nuptials; and even by Night, the Night- 
ingals therewith made the Woods to echo 
and reſound. Thoſe innocent pretty Birds were 
not aſhamed of anſwering Nature's Inten- 
tion, nor of publiſhing the Pleaſure and 
Delight it gave them : That is their Ac- 
knowledgment, a Tribute of Love, which 
they gratefully repay to the bounteous Dame. 
Far are they from accuſing Her who gave 
them their Being, of inducing them, by a 
Crime, to render themſelves happy, in giv- 
ing Life to Creatures which may be alſo 
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happy: ; 1, 

Titi's Mind was full of theſe Reflections. 
He- was violently ſtimulated to follow the 
Examples of other Birds. He looked on 
his Mate Bib: with languiſhing Eyes, where- 
in ſhe might diſcover + the ardent Deſire 
wherewith he was preſſed. Even ſhe her- 
ſelf did feel a ſtrong and powerful Pro- 
penſity to correſpond with that Deſire : But, 
on recollecting the wholeſome Counſels of

by Titi and herſelf, ſhe failed not remind- 
ing him of his Promiſes. ; 

** I too dearly love you, my deareſt 
Prince, ſaid ſhe, to refuſe you any Thing: 
** You are the Diſpoſer of my Life; it is 
** my only Happineſs to pleaſe you. - But 

do not, I intreat you, render yourſelf 
and me miſerable, by imitating thoſe 
Birds you ſee before you. Remember, 
that we are not, like they, irrational Ani- 
mals; that it is only for a ſhort Space of 
Time that we borrow the Forms of theſe 
Creatures; that we ſhall not be happy 
on that glorious Throne whereto you 
are diſpoſed to exalt me, but on Con- 
dition we perſevere in being virtuous. 
Call to Mind, my beloved Titi, what 
Aſſurances you have given to my Pa- 
rents, to the Fairy, to me, and undoubt- 
edly to your own ſelf, Let us not 
make a Neſt, my lovely Prince; let. us 
lay no Eggs, no Eggs, my Deareſt.” . 
Theſe Arguments brought Titi to his 
Reaſon : He repreſſed his Deſires, and com- 
forted himſelf with Hope. However they 
muſt both have inevitably yielded, had 
they not, to fruſtrate thoſe violent Effects 
which the Spring operates upon the *fea- 
thered Kind, at thoſe preſſing Moments 
always reaſſumed their natural Forms. In 
that State, they became more reaſonable 
than Birds; tho* Multitudes among the

Many of theſe Attacks had they to ſuſ- 
tain, during their two Tears Exile; but they 
always triumphed over them all in the ſame 
Manner.

For the firſt few Months, all they learned 
thereby, was only the Difficulty their Maje- 
ſties and the Miniſtry underwent to calm 
Peoples Minds, incenſed on Account of their 
having driven Prince Titi to a Neceſſity of 
abſconding. The whole Realm called aloud 
for his Reſtoration. The Subjects demand- 
ed, that Ginguet ſhould publiſh a Declarati- 
on, wherein he ſhould clear his Highneſs 
from thoſe Accuſations contained in the Ma- 
nifeſto.

This Letter he himſelf carried, under 
his Aquiline Form, 'till he came near King 
Forteſerres Encampment ; when, aſſuming 
the Likeneſs of a Meſſenger, he went and 
delivered it. His Majeſty interrogated 
him, as he would have done any common 
Courier, in order to be informed where 
Prince Titi was; but without learning any 
farther than, That his Highneſs was 
„ ſometimes” in one Part of the Country, 
<« and ſometimes in another; and that his 
« Majeſty's Anſwer was to be left in a 
& certain Place, from whence the Prince 
« would ſend to fetch it.” King Forte- 
ſerre then wrote, and delivered him the 
following Anſwer.

S IR, 


Might, if I would, make myſelf Maſter 

of your Father's Dominions, and even 
of his Perſon likewiſe, except he knew ſo 
well how to conceal himſelf as you do. Should 
I effect it, Six, it would be to no other In- 
tent, than to preſerve for you a Realm which 
rightfully appertains to your Highneſs, and 
whereof you are the more worthy, as yon 
are the only Perſon who does not charge 
King Ginguet with Injuſtice. I too much 
admire your Virtue, S IR, not to give you, 
in complying with what you requeſt, a Token 
of my Deſire to preſerve the Sentiments you 
are pleaſed to entertain” concerning me, as 


alſo a Proof of the inviolable Affection ef, 


FoRTESERRE. 


King Forteſerre was no worſe than his 
Word. He cauſed Ginguet's mutinous Troops 
to return to their Duty; exacted from that 


Prince only a gereral and abſolute Am- 


neſty for all his Officers and Soldiers, of 
whatſoever Rank or Denomination; re- 
leaſed ſuch of his own People as were Pri- 
ſoners, and returned to his Dominions, with- 
out farther Thoughts of continuing the War. 
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However, King Ginguet, being thus hap- 
Pily freed from the dangerous Situation he had 
n in, did not think this Deliverance a ſuffi- 
cient Recompence for his miſſing the great 


| Ranſom which he had promiſed himſelf from 


King Forteſerre : Nevertheleſs, he durſt not 
mention proſecuting or renewing the War, nor 
chaſtiſing any one of the Revolters ; but 
he hated all the World, and ſtill augment- 
ed more and more his Indignation againſt 
Prince Titi. Queen Tripaſſe heartily con- 
curred with him in theſe Sentiments, and 
was quite at her Wus End, at finding 
that ſhe durſt not venture to have it apenly 
declared, that Titi had forfeited all his 
Right or Claim to the Crown, in order 
to make the Sudceſſion paſs to his younger 
Brother; notwithſtanding the Deed or In- 
ſtrument had been privately drawn up, and 
was ready for Publication. 

One Day, as Titi returned, flying aloft in 


bis Eagle's Form, from fetching L'Eveille's 


Letter, he eſpied, coming out of the Wood, 
near which was his Abode, a Man and a 
young Lad, with a good Number of dead 
Birds tied on a Staff, beſides a large Cage 
full of live ones. Among thoſe in the 
Cage, he fancied he ſaw his dear Bibi; 
whereupon ſwooping rapidly down upon 


the Fellow who carried it, he with one 


Pounce ſtrongly griped his Arm, while 
with the other he ſeized the Cage, and 
violently 
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violently tore it away. In Effect, he found 
therein his Bibi, together with many other 
little Birds, which had been taken with 
Bird-lime. He inſtantly got into the Grove, 
where, going to the Stream's-Side, and reaſ- 
ſuming his natural Form, he took out of 
the Cage his beloved panting Bibi, who, 
on finding herſelf free, did the like. When 
they had moſt lovingly embraced, tranſ- 
ported with Joy for this happy Deliver- 
ance from ſo dreadful-a Peril, and uttered 
on the Occaſion a thouſand Tenderneſſes, 
they buſied themſelves in taking from their 
Priſon all the captived Birds, one by one. 
They gently waſhed their Wings and Fea- 
thers with that cryſtaline Water, and rub- 
bed them with fine Sand, to fetch off the 

Pird-lime, which done, they let them fly. 
This Adventure gave poor Titi the utmoſt 
Uneaſineſs ; infomuch that he ſcarce ever 
after durſt venture to abſent himſelf from his 
beloved Bibi. What muſt we become |! 
„ cried he; into what Species are we to turn 
% ourſelves, to be in Safety? Men, Beaſts, 
* Birds, Fiſhes, all Creatures, deſtroy, or 
% prey upon each other! But, moſt un- 
doubtedly, of all other Animals, Man is 
the crueleſt and moſt perfidious; never- 
theleſs he it is who is moſt in Security, 
and even would be effectually ſo, was he 
* wiſe enough to make proper Uſe of his 
** Rationality, Why does he himſelf in-

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vent Arts to work his own Deſtruction? 
He 3s inceſſantly labouring towards his 
own Wretchedneſs ! 

„Shall we then take a human Form? 
ſaid Bibi? © But what then is to be- 

come of us, poor and unknown as we are ? 
replied- Titi. We ſhall ſigh out our Days 
in Miſery, and periſh with Hunger. In 
this reſpe& the irrational Creatures are 
juſter and more prudent than our Species: 

They are content with what is juſt neceſ- 
ſary, and appropriate not to themſelves 
a vain Superfluity, which to the others is 


a Neceſſary. And what are we to do? 
 Hew ſhall we live? We know no Trade; 


we have no Leiſure to inſtruct ourſelves 
in one; and even if we could learn one, 
we ſhould not, perhaps, meet with any 
to imploy us; or, in cafe we ſhould light 
on any ſuch, they would, very poſſibly, 
be anzeaſonable Men, who would allow 
us for our Share only the Toil, and keep 
to themſelves the Profit. I know only 
one Method, added T:t:i, and that is, to 
ſearch out ſome defart Ifland, and therein 
to take up our Abode. There, retired 
from all Mankind, we ſhall have nothing 
to fear. Let us haſten thither, an- 


« ſwered Bibi; let us be gone. We 
* muſt firſt go ſeek it out, and examine 
the Place, returned Tiſi: Let us make a

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They then, under the Form of Eagles of 
the largeſt Size, took a lofty Flight, croſſing 
Seas and Lands, alighting in human Forms 
on ſeveral uninhabited Iſlands, having firſt 
narrowly ſurveyed them flying at a certain 
convenient Diſtance from the Surface. At 
length, they pitched on one, very ſmall, 
but inexpreſſibly delightful. The high craggy 
Rocks wherewith it was invironed, effectu- 
ally ſcreened it from the Winds and Waves, 
and, what 1s ſtill better, from the Approach 
of Men.

Nor were the Fruits 
there in leſs Abundance: The Trees were 
loaded with them, and ſuch as had none, 


- were at leaſt full of Bloſſoms. 


Coaſting along by the Rocks, in the Inſide 
of the Iſland, they found ſome which ſeemed 
purpoſely formed to invite one to aſcend to 
their Summits, from whence was diſcovered 
a vaſt and boundleſs Ocean ; others offered 


in their Boſoms cool Grottos, ſo very regu- 
lar and perfect, that one would have thought 


them cut out of the Stone with much Art and 


Labour. Moſt admirable Chryſtalizations 
ſerved diverſe of them as Roofs. or Cielings, 
of which ſome might have been taken for 
fine Luſters hung up under the arched Domes. 
In almoſt all theſe Caverns, or Grottoes, 
were to be ſeen a prodigious Number of 
Holes, wherein Multitudes of various Sorts of 
Sea-Fowls layed their Eggs: Of theſe there 


was ſuch Abundance, that the Eggs, with 


different Fruits of Trees, deliciouſly furniſh- 
ed our Lovers with their neceſſary Repaſts.

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This Diſcovery made, and a Reſolution 
taken by this faithful Pair to make it the 
Place of their future Reſidence, on the firlt 
Day of the next new Moon, Titi, it be 
then his Turn, ſet out on his Flight for Abor's 
Houſe, to fetch L Eveille's Letter. On his 
Arrival, he was ſtrangely ſurpriſed at not 
ſeeing that good Man and his Wife walking, 
as uſual, in their Court-Yard, and was in 
great Pain, leſt ſome Misfortune had happened.

< whenſoever I think fit.” © It ſhall be 
*< fo, ſaid Diamantina : Come embrace all 
of you, and let us part.” They all did 
ſo, and with exceſſive Regret at this Sepa- 
ration, Diamantina took hold of Princeſs 
Blanchebrune with one Hand, and L*Eve- 
ille with the other, and with them inſtantly 
diſappeared. Titi and Bibi, under the Forms 
of Eagles, flew back to their Iſland. Abor 
and his Wife comforted themſelves with 
the Hopes of thoſe Felicities which were to 
come in Time, and with the Thoughts of 
what they ſhould learn in their Dreams.

Juſt as the King and Queen 
vent to Bed, L'.Eveille moved off with this 
Black Liſt, which he afterwards took Care 
to ſhew to every one of thoſe whoſe Names 
were inſerted. We may readily imagine 
What Effect this produced. Thoſe proſcrib- 
ed Perſons judged, that the only Courſe they 
had to take, was to retire forthwith into 
King Torteſerrès Dominions, and to com- 
plain to his ſaid Majeſty of this Liſt, as of 
a notorious Infraction of the genera! Amne- 
ſy, ſo ſolemnly ſworn. to. Tho* Ginguet 
and Tripaſſe were at a great Loſs to compre- 
hend how: this Affair came to be blown, 
they were nevertheleſs mightily well ſatisfied 
with its:Conſequences ; fince they failed not

It was well known, that this Governor was 
highly in Ginea&”s. Favour. Therefrom 
LU Eveille concluded, that he muft neceſſarily 
be either covetous, or perfectly generous and 
diſintereſted : For we naturally love thoſe 
who either have Inclinations conformable to 
ours, or who have others which are favoura- 
ble to them; the one ſeems to authoriſe us, 
the other turns to our Benefit and Ad- 
vantage. 1-0 
Of theſe, our” Governor happened to be 
of the firſt Claſs z viz. covetous ; whereby 
the Enterpriſe became more eaſy to be ef- 
| fected, In' ſhort, after all requiſite Precau- 
tions and Concluſions, the Governor agreed,

V In Effect, this avaricious Traytor had o 
d. well taken his Meaſures, and ſtationed on all 
n 
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the Roads (by ſome one of which the Prin- 
ceſs muſt unavoidably paſs, which Way ſo- 
ever ſhe went) that he doubted not in the 
leaſt of her being retaken, and brought back 
to her Priſon. Nor was he at all deceived, 
for that would, inevitably, have been the 
Conſequence, had ſhe not, the Moment ſhe 
gor without the Caſtle-Gate (being then at 

iberty to make Uſe of Diamantina's Gift, 
tho? not till then) wiſhed herſelf a Girl of 
four Years old. Then, ſeeming only to be 
a mere Child, and a hired Coach, with ve- 
ry able Horſes, being ready at Hand, ſhe 
ſat therein on one of the young Gentlewo- 
men's Knees, while L* Eveille and his Bro- 
ther in Law followed on Horſe-back Thus, 
getting off without being known by thoſe 
whom the Governor had poſted on the 
Road in order to ſeize her, ſhe ſafely reach- 
ed the Territory of King Forteſerre, and in 
a ſhort Time arrived at his Capital. 

That Prince received her with great Joy 
and Magnificence. He inſtantly conducted 
her to Princeſs Gracilia, his Daughter, whom 
he enjoined to procure her all poſſibleEntertain- 
mentand Diverſion. He ſoon got ready for her 
a very noble Apartment, contiguous to that 
of the Princeſs, his Daughter, nominating 
diverſe Ladies, Gentlewomen and proper 
Officers to ſerve and attend her. There,

Princeſs Gracilia, King Forteſerrès only 
Daughter, was no more than three Years 
younger than Princeſs Blanchebrune, who 
was herſelf but nineteen. She could not be 
termed a finiſhed Beauty ; but her Eyes full 
of Sprightlineſs and Vivacity, attended by 
all the Graces, rendered her extremely ami- 
able; and beſides, ſhe was of ſo ſweet a 
Temper, and had ſuch exquiſite Wit, and 
ſo much Politeneſs, that ſhe might even have 
been ugly, with Impunity. Thefe two lovely 
Princeſſes contracted between them a very 

| ſtrict Friendſhip. . 

Mean While Forteſerre diſpatched any 

extraordinary Ambaſſadors to Ginguet, with. 
Complaints of his having violated and in- 
fringed their late Treaty, with — to 

4 the Amneſty. Ginguet and his Miniſters 
| | amuſed them with plauſible Anſwers, tho 
a ſuch as were really falſe, as to the Facts which 
they alleged. Certain it is, that King For- 
of teſerre, had it not been for his Regard to and 
Conſideration for Prince Titi, would have 
S recommenced a War with King Ginguet ; 
and alſo that the Succeſs of ſuch a War was 
8 not at all doubtful. The exceſſive Avarice 
of this latter had rendered him ſo contetripti- 
ble, and his Injuſtice ſo odious, that Kar 
Whole 
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whole Nation would have declared againſt 
him, and have ſided with King Forteſerre ; 
nor could King Ginguet have procured any 
Army to obſtruct his Progreſs : Neverthe- 
leſs, the confiſcated Eſtates of thoſe whom 
he had proſcribed, afforded him ſuch infi- 
nite Pleaſures, that he could not prevail on 
himſelf even to think of making Reſtitution : 
No, he would ſooner hazard all than refund. 
This is the Property of Avarice ; to ſave a 
little, much is loſt, very frequently. 
Durirg all theſe Agitations, whereof 
Prince Titi was as yet wholly ignorant, he 
enjoyed, in his Iſland, a moſt charming 
Tranquillity. Always equally loving, and 
beloved by his dear Bibi, all their Moments 
were diſtinguiſhed by new Pleaſures, or at 
leaſt by Pleaſures which they had the Art fo 
well to vary, that to them they ſeemed ever 
new. Sometimes they rambled on the Sum- 
mits of thoſe elevated Rocks, wherewith 
their Iſland was ſurrounded, and regaled their 


Eyes with a Proſpect of that immenſe Oce- 


an which encompaſſed them on every Side. 
«© Behold, cried Titi, this calm Sea ; it is 
„the Image of my Soul, while I taſte the 
« Sweets of being with you, my Dear. 
«© When you ſee it ruffled and agitated, it 
„ truely , repreſents the Trouble and Agita- 
tion my Mind is in when I am at a 
« Loſs to know how you are, and what 
„becomes of you.” 1

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Sometimes conſidering, by the Side of

Sight has in it ſome- 
what which is really frightful. From amidſt 
that diſmal Obſcurity one beholds Beams of 
Light iſſuing forth, and more or leſs illu- 
minating the Extremitiegof thoſe: Clouds as 
they meet with more or leſs Denſity, and 
extending over a good Part of the Horizon :- 
Of theſe luminous Rays, ſome are ſeen dart- 
ing upwards, as we may ſay, like Sheaves 
of Light, while others, expanding, appear 
as a ſteady Flame, whoſe lucid Radi-

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ancy is enlivened by the adjacent Dreari- 
nels ; and others again in gilded Columns, 
1 themſelves into the Sea, which 
tems to join with the Firmament. How 
**: magnificently glorious are theſe Ob- 
© jets! cried Titi : How delightful it is 
*© to contemplate and admire them quiet 
and undiſturbed in the Company of a 
* Perſon one loves! 3 
They at other Times amuſed themſelves 
with pruning Trees, cultivating Gardens, 
or feeding and careſſing various Kinds of 
little Animals, wherewith this Iſland abound- 
ed; and which were become ſo tame and 
familiar, that the very Birds would follow 
Titi and Bibi in their Walks, and pitch on 
their Hands to play with them. Beſides all 
this, and planting Herbs and Flowers, col- 
. lefting up Seeds, and the like, one of their 
Amuſements was to obſerve and conſider 
the wonderful Structures of Inſects. This 
alone might have found them agreeable 
Employment enough, without mentioning 
Stones, Shells, Cryſtalizations, &c. for they 
examined every Thing. 
_ ' 6 Behold this Butterfly, ſaid Titi : How 
„ '4dmirable it is by the Beauty of all theſe 
Colours which adorn it! This Inſect is 
the Symbol of Inconftancy ! How much 
«© ought ſuch Lovers as reſemble it, to be 
. eppiled ? You, my dear Bibi, will pre 
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But without you, I ſhould have been 
„ allo a Butterfly.“ * Do you not ſee 
that Turtle-Dove ? replied Bibi, It is 
*© the Symbol of Fidelity. They ſay, that 
© fhe pines away and dies, having loft 
* her Mate. I am a Turtle, my dear 
% Titi, I will be your Turtle when you 
are become a Butterfly.“ 

On the other Hand, Abor and his Wife, 
regularly informed, by their faithful Dreams, 
of whatever occurred to Titi and Bibi, had 
no farther Care than to go ſeveral Times 
every Day to obſerve what Changes had 
happened to the Crown of Roſes. Finally, 
at the End of ſixteen Months, they found 
there was no mote than a ſingle Roſe- 
Bud, which was not become a Diamond ; 
which Sight filled their Hearts with in- 
expreſſible Joy: And, in Effect, they next 
Day underſtood, that Ginguet was dead, 
going off in a Fit of the Apoplexy. 

The very Thought of giving away any 
Thing, had always been ſo terrible to this 
Prince, that he died without having made 
a Will. Tripaſſe was more ſurpriſed than 
afflicted : She comforted herſelf with Hopes 
of enjoying the Regency. She would needs 
have her younger Son proclaimed King 
and he actually was proclaimed, under the 
Name and Stile of King Triptallon the

vent my ever being like this Creature: 
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. Firſt : But only herſelf, with a few mean- 
Jpirited worthleſs Courtiers, durſt acknow-

the Great Ones, as had not the (baſe Po- 
icy to retire into the Country, to excuſe 
themſelves from ſiding with either Party. 
As for L* Eveille, no ſooner had he learned 
theſe Tidings, but he went boldly to Court, 
to take Care of his Maſter's Intereſts; but |

What paſſed at Court, during the Space

At length, on the 
firſt Day of the ſucceeding New Moon, 
as Titt and Bibi were walking in a Garden 
of their own planting, they perceived ad- 
vancing towards them, from the farther 
End of their Alley, a large-ſized Woman, 
whom they however preſently knew to be 
Diamantina. On her Head ſhe brought 
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three Crowns; one of Cypreſs, one of Mirtle, 
and a third of Laurel) Coming up to 
them, he took that of Cypreſs, broke it

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in two, and then threw'it on the Ground. 
<<. This, ſaid ſhes; acquaints you, that 
Ginguet is no more. This, continued ſhe, 
placing that of Laurel on Tits Head, 
* declares, that you are going to be a po- 
„ tent Monarch: And this Mirtle Crown, 
added ſhe, aſſures you, that the God of 
Love is on the Point of heaping on you 
* all his Favours. Live, reign, and tri- 
umph over all your Enemies : But al- 
ways remember, that Virtue alone is to

With theſe laſt Words, ſhe took each 
of them by the Hand, without allowing 
7e Time to anſwer her, only by a Sigh ;

and chen ſhe tranſported both him and 


Bibi to Abor's Houſe with ſuch ſurpriſing 
Velocity, that they knew not how, or af- 
ter What Manner, ot thither. Titi 
received from Mor and his Wife the firſt 
Homages, as Sovereign. He could not 
receive them from Perſ&ns more dear to 
him. L'Eveille, to whom the Fairy had 
given Notice, arrived ſoon after, and in- 
formed Titi of whatever had been tranſacted 
at Court. He let him know all thoſe who 
were moſt devoted to his Service; and, 
having received the neceſſary.

As for Characteriſtic- writing, if we con- 
ſider it in its firſt Principles, it is a difficult 
Matter to aſſign the exact Period of Time 
when it was firſt invented. Ho MER is, 
by Jaac Caſaubon, aſſigned as the Fountain 
from whence this Species of Writing is de- 
duced. For Proof of this, thoſe Verſes of 
the Iliad are alledged, which contain the 


Characters of a Coward, and of a Man of 


Courage. I;fhall give them in Mr. Pope's 
excellent Verſion, viz. bs

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No Force, no Firmneſs the pale Cownrd ſhows ;

This is admirable Deſcription ! But this I 
- will be bold to fay, that it manifeſtly ap-

writings, that they muſt be of a later In- 
vention than Poetry: For they are as it · were 
Mediums between Moral Philoſophy and 
Poetry. So that as Poetry borrowed from 
Moral Philoſophy, in like manner Characte- 


riſtic - writing muſt have borrowed from 
both, 


It is certain however that the Rudiments 
of Chara#eriſtic-writings are of very ancient 
Date, but yet of no very honourable Ex- 
traction. The old Comedy among the 
Greeks, is noted for the —

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took of Characteriſing particular Perſons; 
and this Liberty degenerated into ſo great 
a Licentiouſneſs, that the Grecian Magi- 
ſtrates thought fit to cenſure and reſtrain 
it, as Horace informs us, B. I. Sat, IV. 
thus rendered by Mr. Creech. 


Cratin and Eupelis who laſli'd the Age, 

Thoſe old Comedian-Furies of the Stage, 

If they were to deſcribe a vile, unjuſt, 
And cheating Knave, or ſcourge a lawleſs Luſt, 
Or other Crimes ; regardleſs of his Fame, 

They /hew'd the Man, and boldly told his Name. 


In his Art of Poetry he farther informs 
us, as Lord Roſcomon elegantly ſings, 


Next Comedy appear'd with great Applauſe, 
Till her licentious and abuſive Tongue 
Weaken'd the Magiſtrate's coercive Power, 
And forc'd it to ſuppreſs her Inſolence. 


The Stage ſpared neither good nor bad; 
therefore ſaid TULLY, it is the Office of the 
Cenſor, rather than of the Poet, to take No- 
tice even of bad Men in ſo public a Manner. 

The Grecian Tragedy was prior in Time 
even to the old Comedy. The Interval there- 
fore between the Invention of Tragedy and 
Comedy was ſixty four Years. And both 
theſe Species of Poetry contained the Cha- 
rafters of Men and Manners. Tragedy in 


[a2] its 
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its Infant - State, had a great Mixture of 


Comic Wit and Humour; tho' as we know 
but little concerning the Primitive- State of 
theſe Things, I ſhall not enter into any far- 
ther Diſcuſſion of them. 

But there was another Kind of Poetry, 
which was more ancient then either Tragedy 
or Comedy, and which really gave Riſe 
to both of them; I mean the Satyric Po- 


etry of the Greeks, This conſiſted of 


Dithyrambs and Phallics ; the former of 
which, as Ariſtotle in his Poetics declares, 
gave Occakion to the Invention of Tragedy, 
and the latter to that of Comedy. 
Having traced the Grecian Stage, we are 
next to obſerve that the Roman Satire aroſe 
from much the ſame Ruſticity and Scan- 
dal. Theſe were called Feſcemine Verſes ; 
the Petulancy of which grew to ſuch a 
Height, that it crept into private Families 
for Matter of Scandal, inſomuch, that the 
Reputation of honeſt Men could not be 
ſcreened againſt their Defamation. The 
—_ of theſe Diſorders then became 
an Act of common Juſtice, which the Ro- 
man Magiſtrate owes both to the Public 
and to himſelf, And accordingly this 


was done conſonant to Horace, B. II. 


Epiſt. i. v. 145, Sc. in Mr. Creech's Ver- 
n, vix. 


Hence 
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Hence grew the Licenſe of the looſer Muſe, 

Hence they grew ſcurrilous and would abuſe ; 
Hence thoſe looſe Dialogues at Marriage Feaſts, 

Yet ſtill they were but Mirth, and Country Jeſts. 
At laſt they ſhew'd their Teeth, and ſharply bit, 
And Raillery uſurp'd the Place of Wit. 

Good Perſons are abus'd, and ſuffer'd Wrong, 

They loudly talk'd, no Law to curb their 'Tongue : 
The wounded griev'd, the Smart provok'd their Hate, 
And all untouch'd bewail'd the common Fate. | 
Till Laws commanded to regard Men's Fame 
Severely laſh the Vice, but ſpare the Name. 


The Romans, for almoſt four hundred 
Years after the building of Rome, made 
not any public Diverſions relating to Wit 
and Humour, excepting theſe Feſcennine or 
Saturnian Verſes. There was a long Succeſ-- 
ſion of Characteriſtic- Wit and Humour, from 
Homer down to THEeoPHRASTvUS, in the 
Epic, Satyric, Tragic, and Comic, but 
chiefly in the Comic. There had been a 
gradual Progreſſion, from the ſeveral Cha- 
rafters of one Sort of Men, to the parti- 
cular Characters of private Perſons. And 
it is evidently Matter of Fact, that ſuch 
Kind of Characters as TytzopHRASTUS 
wrote, do not owe their Origin to the In- 
vention of Homer. Let the Character of 
a Coward, which is the very Inſtance pro-

duced, be compared with the ſame Cha- 


racter given us by THEOPHHRAST us, and 
there will not be found any Agreement or 
Similitude, Ho MER“ s Deſcription of the 
Coward, is grave and ſolemn, and agreeable 
in every Reſpect to the Dignity of an Epic 
Poem : But the Character IK EOPBHNASTus 
has drawn, is full of Comic Wit and Hu- 
mour : It is a pointed merry Satire, wholly 
deſigned to make one laugh, And as this 
manifeſt Difference makes me reje& the Hy- 
potheſis of the ancient Critics and Vota- 
taries to HoM ER; ſo, on the other Hand, 
when I obſerve that the Spirit of Ridicule, 
which is ſeen in THeopPHRasTus's Cha- 
racter, is the ſame which exerted itſelf in 
the Comic Writers of the ancient Stage, 
under proper Modifications, I am intirely 
convinced, that the Origin which I have 
aſſigned to Cbaracteriſtic Writings, muſt be 
the True One.” | 
Thus far I have tranſcribed from, and 
wholly concur with the Sentiments herem 
laid down by Dr. Gally. And ſhall now 
obſerve that the moſt conſiderable Writers, 
of our own Country, in the Characteriſtic 
Manner, are Spenſer, Sir Philip Sidney, the 
Earl of Shafiſbury, and Mr. Pope, the laft 
of whom has been, and will continue to 
be, as his Merits demonftrates, moſt de- 
ſervedly admired, | 
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In a Letter to Mr. Gay, of Dec. 16, 1731. 


this Gentleman thus expreſſes himſelf at 
the Miſ- conſtructions that had been made 
upon an Eſſay of his, in the Characteriſtic- 
way, Viz.

were there the leaſt Ground for them. 
They ſay the Satire is Perſonal. I thought 
it could not be ſo, becauſe all its Re- 
flexions are on Tings. Some fancy, 
that to ſay a Thing is Perſonal, is the 
ſame as to ſay it is Injuſt, not confi 
dering, that nothing can be Juſt that is 
not Perſonal, I am afraid that all ſuch 
Writings and Diſcourſes as touch no Man, 
will mend no Man. The Good Natured, 
mdeed, are apt to be alarmed at a 
Thing like Satire; and the Guilty rea- 
dily concur with the Meat for a plain

they can; and it is never ſo far, as when 
they can get it fixed on the beſt Chara#ers. 
No wonder thoſe who are Food for Satiriſts 
ſhould rail at them as Creatures of Prey; 
every Beaſt born for our Uſe would be ready 
to call a Man ſo. I know no Remedy, un- 
leſs People in our Age would as little fre- 
quent the Theatres as they begin to do the 
burches z unleſs Comedy were forſaken, Sa- 
tire filent, and every Man left to do what 
ſeems good in his own Eyes, as if there were 
no King, no Prieſt, no Poet in 1rael. Why, 
in-God's Name, muſt a Portrait apparently 
collected from twenty Men (or Women) be 
_ to One only ? Has it His, (or Her) 
ye. No, it is very unlike, Has it His 
(or Her) Noſe or Mouth? No, they are 
totally differing. What then, I beſeech you? 
Why it has the Mole on their Chin. Very 
well; but muſt the Picture therefore be 
Theirs, and have no other Perſons that Ble- 

miſh! Could theſe be a more Melancholl 
Inſtance how much the Taſfe of the Publick 
is vitiated, and turns the moſt Salutary and 
ſeaſonable Phyſick into Poiſon, than if a- 
midſt the Blaze of a Thouſand bright Qua- 
lities in a Great Man (or Woman) they 
ſhould only remark there is a Shadow about 
them, as what Eminence is without? I know 
no Man who would be more concerned, than 
this Writer, if he gave the leaft Pain or Of- 
fence to any innocent Perſon; and _ 
who

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who would be Je concerned, if the Satire 
were challenged by any one at whom he 
would really aim it.” 

Theſe Obſervations of Mr. Pope, in my 
Opinion, every honeſt, and impartial, Reader 
muſt allow to be 74ſt. For, ſays he (upon 
the ſame Occaſion, in a Letter to the Earl 
of Burlington, March 7, 1731) * I had no 
great Cauſe to wonder, that a Character 
belonging to Twenty Thould be applied to 
„One; Since, by that Means, Nineteen 
* muſt eſcape the Ridicule. And well does 
he Conclude upon this Topic ----- Satire 
* is dangerous as long as Slander raiſed by 
* Fools of the loweſt Rank, can find any 
© Countenance from thoſe of a Higher. 
*© — There are ſome who would rather be 
* Wicked than Ridieulous; and therefore 
„ it may be ſafer to attack Vices than Fol- 
lies. I will therefore leave my Betters in 
the quiet Poſſeſſion of their Idols, their 
* Groves and their High Places; and change 
my Subject from their Pride to their 
„ Meanneſ5, from their Vanities to their 
& Miſeries: And as the only certain way to «; 
* avoid Miſconſtructions, to leſſen Offence, 
* and not to multiply ill-natured Applica- 
% tions, I will make uſe of Real Names 
and not of Fictitious ones.“ 

This Method Mr. Pope has, generally, 
ſince purſued, and what has been the Con- 
ſequence? Why, truly, the Guilty will rail, 
and the Innocent remain Silent. Little,
